DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-14 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The one and 
only independent claim is claim 1 , and the most relevant prior art is US 4,564,1 30 
(Eulenberg), US 4,429,813 (DeFrietas), and US 3,753,518 (Kutik). Eulenberg certainly 
teaches a relatively flat elastic disk 1 1 and it has an upper and lower pump part 9, 12 
and a movable hood 4 that expands and contracts a pumpable chamber 7 (see figure 
2), but it does not teach a disk with no through holes, nor does it teach that the elastic 
valve disk lifts at the edges to introduce more material to the pump chamber, or that the 
disk bulges in the center to open up a path for fluid or paste to exit the pump chamber. 
DeFrietas has a flat disk 4 with no through holes, and it introduces more material on the 
edges of the flat disk (see figure 3), but it also does not teach that the disk bulges in the 
center for exiting the pump chamber, and neither does Kutik. Furthermore, none of the 
art cited teaches the use of a dip tube to suction deeper into the bottle that is located 
below a flat elastic disk. . As a result, an allowance is appropriate.
